Chicago, Oct. 19—(JP)—A witness 
who said he is a former ranking 
communist testified today the com- 
munist party in this country will 
engage in civil war in the event of 
hostilities between the United States 
and Russia. 


Joseph Zack Kornfeder, 50, said 
he joined the party when he was 
21 and was trained in revolutionary 
tactics and strategy in Russia. He 
declared members of "the party will 
use any and all methods, including 
civil war, if their country is engaged 
in war, or preparing for war with 
the Soviet Union. The United States 
(communist) party will follow such 
a course in the event of war with 
Russia." 


Kornfeder gave his testimony at a 
deportation hearing for Mrs. Agnes 
Deikus, 57, charged with being a 
member of an organization 
(the 
communist party) seeking overthrow 
of the government by force. Her case 
was taken under advisement. 


Called by the government in an 
effort to establish the communist 
party as a subversive organization, 
Kornfeder. testified,.he joined the 
party in New York. He said he be- 
came a unit organizer, later a dis- 
trict organizer, and eventually a 
member of the party's central com- 
mittee.

Wallace Advises 
Truman To Fire 
George Marshall 


Reading, Pa., Oct. 19—(¿P)—Henry 
Wallace said tonight that if Presi- 
dent Truman had "any respect for 
the office he holds" he would fire 
Gen. George C. Marshall as secre- 
tary of state. 


"I tell you," Wallace said, "thai 
Harry S. Truman has abdicated. He 
still sleeps in the White House, and 
that's about all." 


Wallace's attack on Marshall was 
the strongest in months of cam- 
paigning for the presidency on thej 
Progressive party ticket. 
The two 
men formerly were quite friendly, 
and until recently Wallace had sent 
Marshall gifts of products from his! 
farm. 


But tonight Wallace said Marshall 
had given Mr. Truman," "contempt- 
uous brushoff" in connection with 
the Truman plan—now abandoned— 
to send Chief Justice Vinson to Mos- 
cow for negotiations. 


Wallace said he has always been 
.under the impression that responsi- 
bility for foreign policy rests with 
the President, yet when Marshall re- 
turned from Paris recently "he spent 
most of his tifie not with Harry 
Truman, but with Secretary of De- 
fense James Forrestal, Undersecre- 
tary of State Robert Lovett and the 
rest of the generals and bankers 
who really run our government to- 
day—and run it without any mand- 
ate from the American people.'' Wal- 
lace then said: 


"Any President with any respect 
for the office he holds, and the 
sacred trust that is in his hands, 
would fire such subordinates."

The attorney read a letter from 
John Sarff, an inspector for the 
state department, authorizing Swan 
to replace rough fish with game fish 
if he seines the lake. 


Councilmen are yet undecided as 
to what should be done—whether the 
lake should be seined, or the largest 
fish left unmolested to grow larger 
and larger. 
* 


Mayor Hoagland said there are 
two schools of thought on the sub- 
ject of seining lakes. "It all depends 
on what kind of fish you are fish- 
ing for," he explained. "The carp 
and catfish fishermen want them 
left in—the bass and crappie crowd 
want the others taken out!" 


The council decided to invite Mr. 
Edlen to the meeting next week to 
submit his proposal. The "whoppers" 
in the lake have at least another 
week before they face eviction.
